There is eome discussion going on in 
the state concerning the Bennett law of 
)*6t winter,which compels parents to 
send their children to school a certain 
number of months during the year 
and

English. Party lines were not drawn on 
the pee sage cf the the Bennett bill, and 
among its warm supporters were demo­ 
crats as well as republicans. 
One of the champions of the new law 
is the Manitowoc Pilot, a democratic pa­ 
per. In its support of the law, especi- , 
ally so far es enforcing instruction id the 
English language is concerned, it fur­ 
nishes a piece of evidence which is quite 
interesting, the facts being taken from 
the record of 
a justice court—the 
oese 
having 
been 
tried 
only a 
few 
weeks 
ago: 
"A 
girl 
19 
years of age, born in this county and ed­ 
ucated id a parochial school at Reeds­ 
ville (a village in the town of Maple 
Grove, Manitowoc county,) appears as a 
witness. She is unable to speak Eng­ 
lish and needs an interpreter. She tes­ 
tifies that English is not taught in the 
eohool she at'ends, that she is unable to 
speak English, and does not know in 
what state she lives. The lawyer who 
drew out the facts is of German decent, 
and, though a thorough friend of the 
public schools and an earnest advocate 
of education in English, is by no means 
a renegade German, and no enemy of 
private schools if they give the educa­ 
tion which their attendants most need. 
There are two other instances of similar 
nature oe curing in Cato within the las* 
few months.” 
This strange bit of evidence has been 
widely read, and the Milwaukee Sentinel 
says that it has received a number of the 
Catholic Citizen with pencil marks call­ 
ing attention to a letter published, dated 
at Silver Lake in this siate, aud signed 
“ Sisters of St. Francis.” The Sentinel 
then says: 
The letter refers to the statements of 
The Manitowoc Pilot regarding a girl 
nineteen years old, born in this state 
and educated at a parochial sohool at 
Reedsville, Manitowoc county, who can 
neither speak nor understand the Eng­ 
lish language. 
The letter says that the sohool at Reeds­ 
ville was opened in 1885 aud that the 
girl must have been 15 or 16 years old at 
the time she entered it. The Sisters ask 
where she bad been educated previous 
to that time. They further say that the 
Catholic parochial schools of Manitowoc 
county are as well conducted and that 
Eoglish is thoroughly taught in them by 
as competent teachers as in the paro­ 
chial schools of this oity. 
“ English,’' 
they say, 'takes the lead in all our 
schools. The other languages are op­ 
tional.” We are glad to bear this, be­ 
cause English is the language which is 
most important for an American citizen 
to know because it is the sole assurance 
that the Bennett law, if rightly enforced, 
will not in any way affect the Catholic 
parochial schools of Manito woo county. 
The law does not interfere with paro­ 
d is t schools in which English ib spoken 
acd taught. The Sisters of St. Francis 
are right in making the English take the 
lead, for if one is to become an American 
citizen there is nothing be cr she needs 
so much as the English language. The 
illustration from the Pilot in regard to 
the Reedsville girl is an imports!, t one 
and there comes from Jefferson county 
one equally as important. Not long ago 
one of the census takers was at work in 
that county, aud he met families of 
which 
not 
a 
single 
member 
oculi speak English. He could not 
make them understand the nature of his 
visit, and the facts he wanted from them 
could be obtained tbrcugan interpreter 
only. 
When illustrations of the ignorance of 
the English language are found in the 
state it is high time that some law should 
be enacted for the special [benefit of the 
children of German Smiles in such 
counties as Jefferson and Manitowoc 
where paroohal schools do not use the 
English language.

O t t a w a , O ut, Oct. 7.—An article, evi­ 
dently ins pirired by the minister of finance, 
appears in the S t 'John Gazette, one of 
the government organs, foreshadowing the 
adoption of a national currency by the 
Dominion government at the expiration in 
1891 of charters of all banks acting under 
Dominion charters. 
The policy of allow­ 
ing banks to circulate their own notes to 
the value of their unimpaired capital bas 
led to many abuses and disasters, and the 
government, it is said, will take the circu­ 
lation in their own hands and adopt a 
system similar to that of the United States. 
The leading banks, such as the Bank of 
British North America, and tho Bank of 
Montreal, favor such a change, while 
popular feeling is demanding it.

M ysterious Assault on a Prom inent Polk 
tician and Business Man. 
St. Louis, Ma, Oct. 7.—The most pro­ 
found sensation that S t Louis has passed 
through for years is sprung on the public* 
by this morning’s papers. 
Caph P. D- 
Slattery. the millionaire grain elevator 
man and well-known Irish Republican 
politician of this city, lies at his home un­ 
conscious from a fracture of his skull, and 
five arrests have been made in connection 
with his murder, for he is fatally hurt, 
while the ugly fact is developing that if 
the killing was not justifiable it was near­ 
ly so. 
Edward Klosterman, a saloon-keeper, is 
responsible for the Injuries of Caph mat­ 
tery. 
His barkeeper, John Hickey. Is 
locked up charged with a murderous as­ 
sault upon the captain, but if there is a 
wronged husband in the case, as is re­ 
ported, Klosterman is the man, and he has 
been liberated, because it looks very much 
as if there were a good reason for what he 
did. 
At I o’clock Sunday morning Kloster­ 
man and a well-known political striker 
named Alex Hunt, dragged an uncon­ 
scious man into the Third district substa­ 
tion, and Klosterman said: 
”1 found this 
man in my wife’s bed,” making no fur­ 
ther explanation. 
The sergeant at once 
recognized the man as Caph Slattery and 
locked up Klosterman and Hunt. 
Three 
other arrests followed. 
Mrs. Klosterman says that she retired 
Saturday night at 12 o’clock and half an 
hour later awoke and found an unknown 
man standing in the door. He approached 
her and she jumped up. 
Running to the 
window she called her husband, who was 
in the saloon below, to come up, and the 
assault 
occurred. 
Klosterman declares 
that Slattery was undressed. His wounds 
were dressed and he is now at his elegant 
home in u sinking condition. 
He was 
robbed while unconscious of a diamond 
worth $2,000. 
Klosterman claims to have struck Slat­ 
tery with the palm of his hand. 
Alexan­ 
der Hunt, aged 51, who was in the saloon, 
came out. went up-stairs, and told his 
friend Klosterman to turn the man over to 
him, which was done 
Hunt proceeded to 
beat Slattery in a most brutal manner, 
finally throwing him down stairs. 
All 
this time the Captain had not spoken, ac­ 
cording to the statement of his assailment*. 
After striking the pavement Slattery was 
dragged about sixty feet by Hunt, who 
struck the Captain repeatedly, in the face 
of the protests of the crowd which had 
gathered. 
Hunt ordered the crowd back 
with an oath and lifted his victim to his feet, 
standing him up against a fence, and again 
struck him repeatedly. 
The captain tried 
to speak but could not, and by this time 
was a pitiable sight 
It was at this junc­ 
ture that persons in the crowd claim they 
saw Hunt unscrew Caph Slattery’s $1,000 
diamond stud from his necktie. 
John 
Meehan, a teamster, interfered, and Hunt 
knocked him 
down. 
Klosterman and 
Hunt then dragged the Insensible captain 
to the Third district sub-station, wheres 
notwithstanding the fact that his face was 
terribly mutilated and covered with blood, 
he was speedily recognized and taken 
home.

Hunt claims that Klosterman did the 
beating, but the evidence seems to be over­ 
whelming against Hunt. During the morn­ 
ing Capt. Slattery’s hat, coat, vest, and 
shoes were brought to the station.

Capt Slattery’s friends assert that since 
the death of his wife he has shown evi 
donee of insanity. 
He is known to have 
taken large doses of chloral of late and 
supposed co have been wandering about 
aimlessly when assaulted. 
Capt Slattery recovered consciousness 
Sunday night, and when asked for a 
statement said he was going over to Wash 
street to see a man named Harris, who 
was formerly in his employ, when he was 
struck in the back of the head.

that he claims to know nothing. 
The 
uffair has caused a profound sensation. It 
is thought by the police that Capt Slat­ 
tery's condition was primarily responsible 
for the occurrence. The greatest puzzle 
is who got the diamonds.

HUNDREDS PERISH. 


Reports From Japan Tell of Floods and 
Famine. 
^ 
S an F ra ncisco, Cal., Oct 7.—Advices 
received from Japan this morning state, 
according to the latest reports published 
in the Osoka Asahi Shimbun, that 238 
houses have beeu destroyed and 217 per­ 
sons killed or drowned by the floods at 
Totsukawa. 
Several thousand people are 
destitute of food. 
A telegram from the chief police in­ 
spector of the Wakayama prefecture, 
dated Aug. 30, announced that 1,079 per­ 
sons were drowned by the late floods, 122 
crushed to death, 143 injured severely, 
5,243 houses swept awpy and demolished, 
26,386 buildings submerged, and many 
bridges and embankments damaged. 
The Tokyo Koron, under date of Sept 
ll, states that on Hie afternoon of Sept 
ll, at the dock yard at Toklo, one of the 
boilers of the steamer Yeija Mara ex­ 
ploded, killing eight engineers and a fire­ 
man and blowing up the vessel.

narrow pale, and find joy and peace in 
the hope of eternal life. 
It was with fears ’and donbtings that 
christian people asked themselves, mill 
there be found another who will sacri­ 
fice himself as a victim to tbe inevitable 
scourge of leprosy, a loathsome, linger­ 
ing, wasting away, and minister to tbeso 
poor outcasts ? To this silent appeal for 
aid Father Joseph Dalton, the brave 
Wisconsin Eoldier, responded, and al­ 
though be bad been connected with the 
leper mission since July, 1886, his pre­ 
sent relation brings him in direot con­ 
tact with tho outcasts, and it is only a 
matter of time when he too must suc­ 
cumb to tbe dread disease. In his let­ 
ter to Mr. Hall, Father Dutton says 
there are now 1.20C lepers in the Catho­ 
lic Mission at Kalawao, Molokai, end 
they are all as well es coaid be expected, 
and happy. He also encloses as a me­ 
mento a few leaves from the grave of tbe 
lamented Father Damien, whioh Mr. 
Hall prizes quite'highly; and justly does 
he prize them for they speak not only of 
the service of a noble man, but coming as 
they do from a dear friend they revive 
pleasant reminiscences in memory’s gar­ 
den spot.
